Brookmeade Gets Mileage; 
A Dragnet Bags Denizens 


New YorK 

Last winter, with an eye on the Fla- 
mingo Stakes, Brookmeade Stable shipped 
three 3-year-olds down to Hialeah Park. 
They were More Sun, Sunglow, and Greek 
Ship. More Sun, which had looked the 
most promising, did not train very well, 
and after one start he was put away until 
mid-season. A brush with Oil Capitol and 
Theory and others did not promise a very 
good result at the time, so Greek Ship and 
Sunglow were shipped again, to New Or- 
leans, where they ran one-two, as named, 
in the Louisiana Derby. 

It was remarkable that the Brookmeade 
nominations to the end-of-the-season races 
at Jamaica were these same three, and 
that Greek Ship should win the last really 
big stakes of the season, for 3-year-olds 
are usually a little more perishable than 
this. Brookmeade, as a consequence, is 
having one of its best years, and has a 
slim but fighting chance to catch Calumet 
Farm for money-winning honors. This is 
the more remarkable in that the Brook- 
meade trainer, Preston Burch, has been 
virtually incapacitated since June, and, 
not being able to visit the stable very 
often, has done most of his training over 
the telephone. 

It was remarked here earlier that Pales- 
tinian seemed on the verge of a major suc- 
cess in his comeback, and for perhaps a 
sixteenth of the Gold Cup it looked like 
this view was going to get immediate sup- 
port. He was putting away Better Self in 
mid-stretch and went to the front with a 
furlong to go. Then, perhaps, he tired a 
little, and Greek Ship overpowered him in 
the last sixteenth and beat him a half- 
length. I have never thought that Pales- 
tinian was anything murderous in his best 
form, even though he won $138,225 last 
year, and I’d guess that in the Gold Cup 
he was as good as ever. His comeback 
can’t be called entirely unsuccessful any- 
way, for though he has won only one in- 
significant race in his eight starts this 
year, he has run close up in several stakes 
and has earned $16,925. 


RETIREMENT. Better Self, whose feet 
sting him on hard tracks, was put in the 
Gold Cup partly because the field didn’t 
seem too formidable, and partly because it 
may have been his last chance. Before the 
race Max Hirsch said he thought it prob- 


able that the horse would never run again, 
because he’s going to the stud next spring 
and there isn’t much left for him this sea- 
son. He ran very well, staying close up 
throughout, pushing forward to the lead on 
the last turn, and then finishing third, 
beaten something less than three lengths. 

You will remember that Better Self is 
from the last crop of foals bred by Col. 
E. R. Bradley, and that as a yearling he 
went to King Ranch in the three-way split 
of the Idle Hour horses. There was no Cin- 
derella story to him, because he was tab- 
bed as a top prospect from the beginning. 
This tourist, prowling through the health- 
giving fog and rain at Columbia in the 
spring of 1947, asked Max Hirsch what 
was his best 2-year-old. He threw open a 
stall door and showed a brown colt, very 
smooth and strong. 

“What horse does he remind you of?” 
he asked. 

The guess was Bimelech, which wasn’t 
too bad because he is by Bimelech. But 
Hirsch was thinking of War Admiral, the 
sire of his dam, Bee Mac, best 2-year-old 
filly of her year. The resemblance was 
there, too. Unfortunately, at the same time, 
Ben and Jimmy Jones were looking at a 
couple of 2-year-olds named Citation and 
Coaltown, which hadn’t started either, and 
these got somewhat in Better Self’s way 
a little later. But even so Better Self won 
$383,925 in his four seasons of competi- 
tion, and, as he showed by beating older 
horses in the Paumonok Handicap, he has 
the early speed which seems so essential 
to success in the stud in America. 


BALANCE. There seems to be a bit of 
unco-ordination in the New York picture 
at the moment. On the one hand we have 
the district attorney, Miles F. McDonald, 
chivvying the bookmakers until an appre- 
ciable number of their customers have 
been chased into the nippy autumn air at 
Jamaica, to bet their money to the ag- 
grandizement of the tracks, the city, and 
the State. 

But on the other hand we have Mr. Im- 
pelliterri, who is more or less mayor and 
would like to be more than less, starting 
a movement to remove hoodlums forcibly 
from the tracks, which is not so important 
in the number he caught, but runs into 
money in the number he has scared away. 
Progress through the principal club house 
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passway at Jamaica, normally, is a good 
deal like carrying a roli of cotton batting 
through a briar patch. But on the day af- 
ter a squadron of detectives had caught 
and thrown into the pokey some 25 unsav- 
ory citizens, there was room on the same 
passway to swing a cat. 

There was a disposition at the track to 
feel that racing had been made to serve 
as background for this pre-election vigi- 
lance, but a day or two later all of the 
spectator sports were added, and while 
this department isn’t up to a judgment, 
persons who claim to be think that the at- 
tendance at the Graziano-Janiro fight on 
the following Friday was reduced by sev- 
eral thousand, which is more than the 
drop which the races suffered. If this con- 
tinues into the basketball season, Madison 
Square Garden may have flowers in it, 
after all. 

There can’t be much quarrel with the 
removal of disreputable characters from 
the tracks, and maybe the race tracks 
should have done this themselves, since it 
has already been established that they can 
deny admission to anyone without showing 
cause for the refusal. The obvious con- 
clusion is that the tracks didn’t care much 
who came in, as long as they committed 
no felonies on the grounds and went regu- 
larly to the pari-mutuel windows. Probab- 
ly this is true, but it is equally true that the 
same thing applies to any sport or amuse- 
ment which is trying to sell tickets, or for 
that matter, any business which is trying 
to sell merchandise. Probably also it’s 
short-sighted, because if the tracks tossed 
off a few more undesirables, they might 
prove more attractive to the class of 
people to which racing theoretically ad- 
dresses itself.

For the last seven years, honors among 9-8 = ~ _ 
broodmare sires have been shared by *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd and Man o’ War. For six 
years in succession, 1943 through 1948, 
*Sir Gallahad 3rd led the list; Man o’ 
War was second. Then in 1949, the big 
red horse took the leadership. 

The statistics for 1950, when they are 
completed, quite likely will show the same 
two stallions at the top. The interim sum- 
maries published in THE BLoop-Horse for 
July, August, and September showed *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd in first position, and Man o° 
War second. 

The most recent tabulation of brood- 
mare sire statistics, based on first money 
earned through the racing in North Ameri- 
ca through October 21, place the two 
patriarchs at the top again. *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd has total first monies, earned by 
his grandsons and granddaughters in fe- 
male descent, of $802,840. Man o’ War 
is next with $602.212. Then come *Bull 
Dog, Pompey, Blue Larkspur, completing 
the first five (see table).

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Larry MacPhail 
& Plain Talk 


Larry MacPhail was on the rostrum. 
The red-headed former baseball executive 
who now breeds horses and cattle at his 
Maryland farm was to deliver the princi- 
pal remarks at a dinner in honor of 
Wathen Knelbelkamp, of Louisville, re- 
cently appointed a member of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission. Mr. Mac- 
Phail, who in the last few years has 
plunged as enthusiastically into Thorough- 
bred breeding and racing as he ever did 
into player deals, had a few observations 
to make before he got around to the guest 
of honor. What he said was sharp and 
direct: 

What racing needs, among other things, 
is a public relations department. “I first 
thought so at Washington during the last 
war, when racing was abolished but all 
other sports and amusements went their 
merry ways ... During a period of three 
or four months prior to the racing shut- 
down, nobody from racing was at Wash- 
ington representing the sport. I thought 
it was strange that nobody came down 
there and said ‘I’m in the racing business 
and I’m proud to be in it and there is 
no reason why racing should be discrim- 
inated against.’ 

“T think the Thoroughbred industry in 
America has some problems to face,” the 
speaker continued. “The biggest one I 
know of is the fact that racketeers and 
gangsters and small-time hoodlums have 
muscled into it, much to its detriment. 
Other sports have faced similar situations 
and have done something about it. I am 
not convinced that racing or the horse in- 
dustry are doing anything to solve their 
problems. How long is racing going to 
tolerate that muscling in, which puts rac- 
ing on a spot?” Ohio, Illinois, and Florida 
were mentioned as states that permit the 
association of undesirable persons with 
the management of race tracks. 

Mr. MacPhail squinted down the barrel 
and squeezed the trigger again: “Another 
problem is the mercenary attitude and 
short-range viewpoint that some race track 
owners have. Not long ago I talked to a 
race track executive about the desir- 
ability of having more races for 2-year- 
olds and for fillies. His reply was: ‘We 
have just one idea at this track: the size of 
the tote totals on the last day of the 
meeting.’ ” 

“To point out another problem, it seems 
to be the policy of state and municipal 
governments to take an increasingly high- 
er tax from racing. It has got to the point 
where the present Ambassador to Mexico 
proposed a tax on racing out in the coun- 
ty, a considerable distance from New 
York.” His reference was to William O’- 


Dwyer, former mayor of New York and 
author of what is known as the “O’Dwyer 
Bite,” an extra levy on racing for the 
benefit of local governments. 


Switching to another target, Mr. Mac- 
Phail charged that appointments to state 
racing commissions too often represent 
political expediency. “In Maryland,” he 
asserted, “we now have 13 race tracks 
[including harness tracks] and 280 days 
of racing a year. And night racing is to 
come. At that rate, how long will it take 
us to get back to the point where racing 
will exist in only two states, which once 
was the case?” 

The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
of the United States came up for exami- 
nation: “When it was organized, the TRA 
was going to do a great over-all job for 
racing. It has reached the point now 
where it winds up trying to see who is 
putting ephedrine in a horse’s nose. And

Then he offered a suggestion that has 
been made many times, but which nobody 
has ever picked up: 


“Couldn’t we have a body representing 
all the elements of racing—the breeders, 
the owners, the trainers, the riders, the 
press, and so on—where some constructive 
thought could be given to the problems 
confronting racing?” 

Of Mr. Knebelkamp the speaker said:

My Request 
At Lexington 


Ben F. Whitaker’s My Request, winner 
of $385,495, arrived at Lexington on Oc- 
tober 28, and was taken to Dr. Horace N. 
Davis’ Bluegrass Heights Farm, where he 
will make the 1951 season at stud. My 
Request, a 5-year-old chestnut horse by 
Requested—Sugapud, by *Sickle, pulled 
up lame in the Edgemere Handicap, and 
his owner decided to retire him. But it 
was later determined that his injuries 
were not serious, and that he possibly 
could be raced again. However, Mr. Whit- 
aker stuck to his earlier decision, saying 
“My Request has done enough, and will 
be retired.” 

It is Mr. Whitaker’s plan to syndicate 
My Request, and retain several shares for 
his own mares. Neither the syndicate 
value nor the amount of My Request’s stud 
fee for 1951 has been announced. The 
arrangements for syndication are being 
made by Dr. Davis.

At two he won the Belmont Juvenile, 
National Stallion, United States Hotel, 
Grand Union Hotel, and the Cowdin 
Stakes, and was given 122 pounds on the 
Experimental Free Handicap at the end 
of the year. The rating of 122 placed him 
four pounds below Citation, even with Star 
Bout, and one below Relic and Better Self. 

My Request’s most profitable season 
was at three, when he won both divisions 
of the Experimental Free Handicap. and 
also accounted for victories in the Wood 
Memorial, Shevlin, and Dwyer Stakes. He 
earned $138,000 that year. In the handi- 
cap division at four and five. he won the 
Le Compte, New Orleans, Excelsior, Edge- 
mere, Brooklyn, and Merchants’ and Citi- 
zens’ Handicaps. 


In the three seasons prior to 1950, when 
his career was cut short, My Request’s 
average-earnings index was 38.396 times 
the average. By individual years, his in- 
dex was 32.017 in 1947, at two; 51.320 in 
1948, at three, and 31.851 in 1949, at four. 
His over-all index per start was 3.031 
times the average. 


My Request is by the successful sire 
Requested, which stands at Leslie Combs 
2nd’s Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. His

Her 1950 foal is a full brother to My Re- 
quest, and according to Dr. Davis. he 
shows a marked resemblance to his older 
brother. Dr. Davis is in charge of syndi- 
cation plans for My Request.

Olympia 
will stand under the direction of Olin 
Gentry, manager of Danada, which is own- 
ed by Mr. and Mrs. Dan Rice. of Chicago. 

Olympia was shipped to Lexington from 
New York along with 13 members of the 
Rice racing stable, including Admiral Lea. 
Model Cadet, Pet Bully and others. The 
Rice string was in charge of Howard Hoff- 
man, who took the horses to Keeneland. 
where they will remain until spring. Oth- 
er horses in the Rice stable and several 
yearlings will be shipped from Illinois to 
Keeneland about November 10. Mr. Hoff. 
man will remain at Keeneland with the 
horses throughout the winter. 


Waller Jones Resigns 


Waller Jones, manager of Clifford S. 
Mooers’ Walnut Springs Farm, at Lexing- 
ton, for the last four years, has announced 
that he is resigning from the post and will 
devote his time to the management of his 
own farm in Scott County. The resigna- 
tion will take effect between now and 
January 1. 

Mr. Jones is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky College of Agriculture.

1949 Records of French Sires 
For Offspring Racing on Flat 


One of the letters on my desk when I 
got back from the hospital a few days ago 
was from M. Romanet, the leading French 
student of Thoroughbred pedigrees (if 
you skip the addicts of the dosage sys- 
tem). He was thanking me for a copy of 
the Average-Earnings Index for sires of 
1949 which I had sent him. He approved 
of the method, and said he had always 
thought averages should be used instead 
of gross totals. 


The letter was in French, and in long- 
hand, and at first I misread one of the 
paragraphs. I thought he said he was go- 
ing to apply the average-earnings method 
to French sires. This was very good news, 
since the method would make the statistics 
of one country much more intelligible to 
breeders in another country than they are 
now. However, a second reading disclos- 
ed that he was suggesting that I make the 
caluculations for the French sires. 


Except for the fact that I was still par- 
tially an invalid. with time on my hands, 
the suggestion probably would have been 
ignored. The difficulties posed for any- 
one who would interpret French statistics 
are like a military obstacle course. The 
number of horses running is not given; 
they have to be counted. The total money 
distribution is not given; it has to be add- 
ed up from the individual totals for each 
sire. Foreign earnings are included in 
these totals, and have to be subtracted in 
order to obtain the distribution for France. 
The number of starters for each sire can 
be obtained only by tallying. And there 
are a few other knots to unravel before 
one can start. But. for better or worse. 
we did it. (See table on opposite page.) 


A count of the index of La Chronique 
du Turf for 1949 shows 3.289 horses. J 
cut this to 3.287 by leaving out Corejada 
and Golestan. which raced only in Eng- 
land. Perhaps others should have been 
omitted, and this is one of the reasons the 
basic work should be done in France. 
The total earnings. for flat racing only. 
were 467.464.915 francs. including 51.- 
134.834 francs earned in other countries 
mostly England. of course. Taking out 
the foreign earnings, a total of 416.330.08] 
francs was distributed in France last year. 


This works out as an average of 126.660 
francs per starter. The calculations may 
be wrong somewhere, and my French 
friends have full privilege of setting me 
right. But at least it is close. 


Using this average as the norm, I have 
compiled the records of all French sires 
which had starters on the flat in 1949. 
The accompanying tabulation lists only 
those which had as many as six runners 
and which had averages as good as the 
national average for the year. 

In the earnings index the average for 
the year is expressed by the figure 1. 
Thus, if a sire is represented by one start- 
er and it wins the average amount—in 
this case, 126,660 francs—his index is 1. 
But if he has ten starters, they must win 
a collective total of 1,266,600 francs in 
order to keep the index at 1. If the ten 
starters win twice that amount, the index 
is 2. That is, the index shows proportion 
of success to opportunity. 

The tabulation shows, immediately af- 
ter the number of starters, the number 
which earned as much as the average, or. 
more precisely, at least 99.5 per cent of 
the average. The “adjustment” column 
represents the actual earnings divided by 
the year’s average, 126.660; this is not an 
abstract figure, but shows how many times 
the expected (average) earnings for one 
horse the actual earnings were. Thus. the 
49 starters by Djebel earned nearly as 
much as 400 “average” horses. or 8.13 
times their mathematical 
France. 

The Boussac stallion Djebel dominates 
the list in every way. Not only was he 
represented by very high-class horses, but

35 of his 49 starters earned at least as 
much as the average. This is a propor- 
tion difficult to duplicate in any country 
any year. Except for Cranach, which had 
only six starters. another Boussac stallion. 
Pharis, stands next on the list, but with 
only 16 runners on the flat. 


It will be noted that *Goya 2nd and 
*Hierocles rank high on the list, and also 
that *Adaris has a good figure, his index 
of 1.41 indicating that his get earned 41 
per cent more than their mathematical ex- 
pectancy last year. (*Priam 2nd had noth- 
ing of racing age.) Black Devil, Ken- 
tucky-bred, English-raced son of *Sir Gal- 
lahad 3rd, has an excellent score, and sev- 
eral other descendants of *Teddy are 
among the good ones. 


*Coastal Traffic, now at Elsmeade 
Farm in Kentucky, does not show on the 
list, since he had only four starters. But 
they won an aggregate of 1,079,750, or 
2.13 times their expectancy. *Easton, 
which is at Meadowview Farms in New 
Jersey, had one starter which earned 711.- 
000 francs, 5.61 times his expectancy. 


With these figures it is hoped that 
American breeders can gain a clearer pic- 
ture of the comparative merit of French 
sires than by studying gross totals with- 
out regard for number of starters. They 
should remember, of course, that this is 
the record for only one year, and that the 
results for a small number of starters are 
not as significant as for a large number. 


PROPOSITION. I have plugged the 
average-earnings index as an international 
language for racing statistics, because it 
represents proportion rather than a con- 
fusion of different and changing monetary 
units, and because its annual totals can be 
added from one country to another and 
from one year to another with much less 
distortion than if money totals are com- 
piled. Like most proposals for an inter- 
national language, it probably won’t get 
very far. 

But I am still willing to urge upon the 
keepers of statistics in other countries 
that along with their annual lists of sires. 
broodmare sires, etc., they include the fol- 
lowing basic data: 1) total number of 
horses which have started at least once 
during the year; 2) total amount of mon- 
ey distributed in stakes and purses during 
the year; 3) the number of starters repre- 
senting each sire, or broodmare sire, or 
whatever category is being considered. 


From the first two items the average. or 
expectancy, can be calculated. From the 
third, along with the earnings, which are 
already given. can be determined how far 
each group departs from the general av- 
erage. 


If the prospect of the work frightens 
anyone, I shall be glad to do the calcula- 
tions for any country which will furnish 
the basic data, 
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LAUREL PARK SOLD 
The Maryland Jockey Club has sold 


its controlling interest of 68 per cent of 
the stock of the Laurel Park race track 
to Morris Shapiro, of Baltimore. 

Mr. Shapiro, scrap metal dealer and 
real estate man, already owned stock in 
the Laurel track, and it is reported that 
he paid about $1,500,000 for the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s shares. 

Laurel Park stock was originally pur- 
chased by the Maryland Jockey Club with 
a view toward moving Pimlico racing 
there. However, the State legislature in- 
tervened, refusing permission to make the 
change, and the Maryland Jockey Club 
decided to remodel Pimlico.

TIMONIUM SAVED 


Last summer the Maryland Jockey Club. 
which operates Pimlico, Laurel Park, and 


Timonium, announced that in order to 
raise the money necessary for the long- 
deferred rebuilding of Pimlico, it would 
sell Timonium. The announcement came 
as a shock to Marylanders who had looked 
on Timonium as a sporty little half-mile 
track that gave racing opportunity to 
many a horse not capable of making his 
way in the big time. Besides, it was the 
site of the Maryland State Fair, horse 
sales, cattle sales, and horse shows. 

When it was learned that about 80 per 
cent of the stock was owned by the Mary- 
land Jockey Club, and that the property 
was being considered as an industrial site, 
farmers and horsemen got busy. 

A “Save Timonium Committee” was 
hastily organized, with William F. Schlud- 
erberg as chairman, aided by a financial 
committee composed of Bruce S. Camp- 
bell, E. C. Wareheim, Arthur Levering, 
Richard Riggs, and John Zink. It was soon 
found that the continuation of the Timon- 
ium track and its facilities was in gereral 
favor. 

At the second meeting of the committee, 


935 
the sum of $206,000 was subscribed in 


loans by Maryland individuals. Several 
banks offered to loan the additional $300,- 
000 necessary to complete the purchase, 
but to avoid having two classes of bonds, 
the purchasing committee chose to solicit 
funds direct from individuals living in 
Maryland. 

Humphrey S. Finney, of Maryland, re- 
ported this week that to date, more than 
$400,000 has been obtained, and that the 
future of Timonium as a fair and a race 
track is assured. 


CUTTER & SIFTER 


A new track conditioning machine that 
cuts, grades, sifts, and redistributes the 
surface earth on race tracks has been used 
at Bay Meadows this fall. It is the inven- 
tion of Donald McDonald, a Sacramento, 
Calif., contractor, who has worked on the 
development of the machine for many 
years. It also has been used at the Pleas- 
anton and Golden Gate tracks in Cali- 
fornia.

renewals did not draw any foreign-breds specifically 
sent to the U. S. for a test against home-breds. 
However, it has provided some interesting contests, 
and in its last three runnings has gone to 5-year- 
olds. Latest in this age division to win the Cup 
(the 3-year-olds Citation and Adile won the two 
previous runnings) is the Brookmeade Stable’s 
Greek Ship, which enhanced his sire’s position. in 
the money-winning standings at about the same 
time Aunt Jinny, also by *Heliopolis, was winning 
the Selima Stakes at Laurel Park (see above). 

The Brookmeade Stable entry of Greek -Ship and 
Sunglow, which had started out in March by run- 
ning one-two in the Louisiana Derby, were the only 
3-year-olds in the Cup. Greek Ship was kept fairly 
well forward in the 13-furlong race, and made his 
move in the last sixteenth of a mile, when it 
seemed that Palestinian had only to keep on perser- 
vering to win the race. 

The Gold Cup victory was the second stakes win 
in New York this year for Greek Ship, and it was 
the 21st for his rider, Eddie Arcaro, who now has 
been aboard the stakes winners of more than $400.- 
000 in New York this season. The $39,700 won by 
the son of *Heliopolis brought Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable to within less than 
$40,000 of the total earned by Calumet Farm this 
year. The Brookmeade earnings now are approxi- 
mately $575,000. Greek Ship has earned $140,175 
this year, and $180,875 in his two seasons of racing. 

The brown colt by *Heliopolis—Boat, by Man 0’ 
War. was bought by C. F. White, acting for the 
Brookmeade Stable, at the Keeneland Summer 
Sales of 1948 for $23,000. 

Greek Ship was not long at paving himself out. 
At two he won the Wakefield, Flash, and Mav- 
flower stakes and was third in the Albany Handi- 
cap. He earned $40,700 in the season. *Heliopolis, 
his sire. is owned by E. E. Dale Shaffer’s Cold- 
stream Stud, at Lexington. Greek Ship is a brother 
to the stakes-winning Noble Hero and a_half- 
brother to the able Rampart.

wins in the Louisiana Derby, Metropolitan Handi- 
cap. Monmouth Handicap and Choice Stakes, sec- 
onds in the Chesapeake Stakes, the Questionnaire, 
Saratoga, and Jerome Handicaps, and the Law- 
rence Realization.

Clark Average 
Above $10,000 


A strong market for racing stock was 
evident at the dispersal at Belmont Park 
on October 26 of Thoroughbreds owned 
by the late Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark. 
Twenty-seven of the Clark horses sold for 
$286,300, average $10,604. 

In the lot were 16 horses-in-training 
which brought $234,600, average $14,663; 
5 yearlings, $27,500, average $5,500; three 
weanlings, $13,700, average $4,567; and 
three broodmares, $10,500, average $3,500. 

Top price of the auction was $41,000, 
which trainer O. L. Foster paid for Pictus, 
a Pictor colt which had been third in the 
World’s Playground Stakes and the Rem- 
sen Handicap. Mr. Foster represented 
Ralph Lowe, of Texas. A. E. Reuben. of 
Hasty House Farm, was the underbidder. 
William Post, agent, paid $36,000 for Steel 
Blue, a 3-year-old Blue Larkspur gelding 
which had been second in the Discovery 
and the Aqueduct Handicaps. Humphrey 
S. Finney, agent, paid $32,500 for the 7- 
year-old Tea-Maker, winner this year of 
the Vosburgh Handicap and second in the 


Bay Shore Handicap. Altogether, eight of 
the horses-in-training sold for $10,000 or 
above. Among them was Algasir, for which 
Mrs. Clark had paid the world-record 
price (for a gelding) of $106,000. In the 
dispersal, he went to H. A. Kimball for 
$26,000. 

The yearlings were topped by Lucky 
Brew, a colt by Grand Slam—Tea Leaves, 
hence a half brother to the stakes win- 
ners Tea-Maker and Sweet Dream. Mr. 
Foster got him for $12,000. 

The bulk of the estate of Mrs. Clark, 
who died October 2, will go to the New 
York Infirmary and St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Manhattan, it has been disclosed. Her 
husband has the life use of much of the 
real estate, and several bequests were 
made to relatives and servants. After the 
death of Mr. Clark the greater part of the 
estate will go to the hospitals. 


It was rumored that the horses Tea- 
Maker and Mat and the _ broodmare 
Snooze had been bought by Humphrey S. 
Finney, agent, as the representative for 
Mr. Clark, who had expressed a senti- 
mental interest in the horses. Tea-Maker 
had been third in the New Rochelle Han- 
dicap on October 25, day before the sale. 


The dispersal of the Clark horses was 
conducted by the Fasig-Tipton Company.

Straightening Out the Start; 
Top Horses in California 


Los ANGELES 


One thing for sure, there is always 
something new under the sun when a Hol- 
lywood Park opening rolls around. The 
30-day autumn meeting gets under way on 
November 7, and this time the beautiful 
track in Inglewood has something new to 
offer in the way of starting races. 


It is a shoulder-high, well-padded, 414- 
foot extension onto the regular starting 
gate that is designed to keep the horses 
on a straight line for one full stride after 
the start. It was planned and developed 
by Wendell (Pat) Cassidy, presiding stew- 
ard and head of the racing department at 
Hollywood Park, after viewing the movies 
of hundreds of starts. 


Cassidy actually spent last winter bur- 
rowed in the photographic darkroom at 
Hollywood Park. He told the technician 
to start cranking, and that he wanted to 
see every start that was preserved on cel- 
luloid. He came back into daylight some 
weeks, or months, later, convinced that 
extensions onto the gate would eliminate 
virtually all of the bumping that takes 
place at the start. 


“In all the movies I looked at,” Cassidy 
explains, “whenever there was bumping at 
the start, it took place in that first stride 
away from the gate. A race horse locked 
in the starting gate is an ‘escapist,’ and in 
his anxiety to get out of there when the 
gate opens he will go off stride and either 
bump or shut off the horse next to him. 

“The extensions are long enough to 
take care of a horse’s first stride away 
from the gate. That gives the jockey just 
enough time to steady his horse, if neces- 
sary, and come away on a straight line.” 

The 414-foot ‘arms’ were added onto the 
Puett starting gate, which Hollywood Park 
uses, after many experiments. Tests were 
made with yearlings, 2-year-olds, and old- 
er horses breaking from the gate, and the 
extensions kept them all straight and true. 
Starter Billy Mills, who has been school- 
ing horses from the new gate, is enthus- 
iastic about it. “A horse will not hesitate 


bumping into another horse,” Mills says, 
“but he will not even brush against the 
extension.” Exercise boys claim it is safer, 
and that it is a wonderful thing for school- 
ing young horses. “Once they are taught 
to break properly, straight and true,” is

the way they put, “they will keep on 
breaking straight all the time.” 


Cassidy’s father, as you probably know, 
was the late Mars Cassidy, one of racing’s 
great starters. Wendell worked as a mem- 
ber of his father’s ground crew for awhile, 
so he has been properly indoctrinated into 
the job of getting horses off to a good 
start. “If there is one thing in racing that 
I know,” he says, “it is starting. And you 
will notice the difference in the starts 
when the season opens at Hollywood Park. 


MORE. Wendell has three other ideas 
that make interesting reading, and he 
hopes they will go further than that. He 
would like to see them become incorpor- 
ated into the rules of racing soon. 


One has to do with the “uncoupling” of. 
an entry in cases where horses are owned 
by separate interests but trained by the 
same man. “One horse may be 6 to 5 and 
the other 10 to 1,” Cassidy explains, “and 
that is what the public should get on 
them. The horses should run separately. 
If one horse is in there simply to “run 
herd” for the other, that is something for 
the stewards to decide, and it would be 
easy to detect.” 


Another idea has to do with the “cou- 
pling” of an entry when all the horses are 
owned by the same stable. He believes 
that a two- or three-horse entry, owned by 
one interest, should get only their best 
finish. It works like this: if an entry fin- 
ishes two-three-four in a race—as, for ex- 
ample, Citation, Two Lea and Ponder did 
for Calumet Farm in the last Santa Anita 
handicap—they should get only second 
money and the mutuel payoff should be 
the same as though only one horse in the 
entry had finished in the money. In this 
particular case, the horse that actually fin- 
ished fifth would get third money in the 
race and the show payoff in the mutuels 
would be on him. 


“When I suggested the idea to new York 
Turf officials, they were actually stun- 
ned,” Cassidy relates, “but it would make 
for larger fields in our stakes races.” He 
did not make a point of it, but the idea 
would also virtually do away with minus 
pools. 

Cassidy’s other idea is one borrowed 
from New York. When a jockey is sus- 
pended there, he is down definitely and 
period. He is not permitted to ride out 
any stakes engagements that may be on 
file, as the custom has been in California. 
Wendell would like to change that, to see 
all California tracks adopt the New York 
rule, which is certainly the more sensible. 
There are some jockeys, unfortunately, 
who will take liberties in an ordinary race 
if they are certain they can ride out an 
engagement in a rich stakes that is coming 
up. This season at Hollywood Park the 
matter will be left up to the discretion of 
the stewards. In the case of a serious foul,

Two weeks before the open- 
ing, Norman Stevens, 39, died suddenly of 
a heart attack. At Hollywood Pork, Nor- 
man was in charge of the Performance 
Analysis Department, and at Santa Anita, 
Del Mar, Pomona, and the Western Har- 
ness meetings he was a patrol judge. Nor- 
man had been in racing for many years, 
and at one time was the agent for Jockey 
Ralph Neves. He had many friends among 
officials, owners, trainers, and the press. 
and most of them were at his funeral to 
say good-bye to a man who was loved and 
respected. Racing will have a hard time 
replacing him. 


HILL PRINCE AND OTHERS. As you 
know by now, Hollywood Park has the 
best horses awaiting this 30-day meeting 
the track has ever had. The fact that there 
is only a two-week gap between Holly- 
wood Park and Santa Anita. with 80 days 
of racing and three $100,000 stakes, has 
attracted the best horses in the nation to 
southern California this year. 

On hand are Christopher Chenery’s Hill 
Prince and *Noor, which are likely to 
meet again in the $100,000 Gold Cup on 


December 9 to decide the mythical “Horse 
of the Year” championship. King Ranch’s 
Assault is here to try another comeback 
against such horses as Calumet Farm’s 
Coaltown, Ponder, Bewitch and Wistful; 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Loser Weeper, Next 
Move and Bed o’ Roses; William Goetz’ 
Your Host, *Bernbrook and *Caruso; I. 
J. Collins’ Vulcan’s Forge, and a few oth- 
ers that can run a little. 


Hill Prince can earn a lot of California 
gold if he is successful in such races as 
the Hollywood Gold Cup, the Santa Anita 
Maturity, and the Santa Anita Handicap. 
The bobtailed gentleman from Virginia 
will be made a supplementary nominee at 
a fee of $10.000 for the Maturity, which 
may gross $224,300. There is a good 
chance, according to Santa Anita officials. 
that Tom Gray’s Oil Capitol, Calumet 
Farm’s Theory and All Blue. Vanderbilt’s 
Next Move and Bed o’ Roses. Andy Crev- 
olin’s Valquest and E. M. Goeman’s *Cal- 
stone may also be made supplementary 
nominees for the richest race of all time. 


*Calstone is a Fair Trial colt that was 
imported to this country late last spring. 
and has won his only two starts so far 
(both at Bay Meadows) impressively. He 
beat Blue Reading in his second try. put- 
ting down a strong challenge in the stretch 
to whip a good, game 3-year-old that ranks 
right up among the best in California. 
*Calstone looks like he might develop into 


a great prospect, and if he has the quality 
there will be plenty of opportunities for 
him to prove it during the next few months 
at Hollywood Park and Santa Anita.

Morvich Had an Ailing Knee, 
But Lasted to Win the Derby 


I still think Morvich was the best 2- 
year-old I have seen since Man o’ War, 
and I also am of the opinion that Cali- 
fornia has not been the birthplace of a 


horse his equal since he was foaled in 
1919. 


At two, Morvich won 11 races in 11 
starts and earned $115,234. At three he 
won the Kentucky Derby, and was second 
to Whiskaway in the Carlton Stakes, vain- 
ly trying to concede the winner 15 pounds. 
He was third in the Kentucky Special be- 
hind Whiskaway and Thibadoux at scale 
weights. He was second to Surf Rider 
conceding 15 pounds, in the Greenwich 
Handicap, and finished fourth and last 
under 130 pounds in the Fall Highweight 
Handicap behind Careful 4, 126; Prodigi- 
ous 3, 108; and Exodus 4, 128.

A very dark brown colt by Runnymede 
—Hymir, by Dr. Leggo, Morvich was bred 
by A. B. Spreckels at his Napa Stud, in 
California. His sire was a son of *Voter 
—Running Stream, by Domino, and was 
bred by J. R. Keene. He was a stakes 
winner in England at two, and when Mr. 
Keene sold his horses in England, Runny- 
mede was purchased for $18,375. Ullti- 
mately he was repatriated by Emil Herz, 
who bought him very cheaply and passed 
him along to Mr. Spreckels. 


THE INVASION. That lovable char- 
acter C. W. (Bill) Carroll brought a num- 
ber of Mr. Spreckels’ California-breds 
east in the spring of 1921. Among them 
was Morvich and a flashy chestnut with a 
lot of white about him. Also by Runny- 
mede, the chestnut was named Runstar, 
and was considered the star of the stable. 

Morvich had a very suspicious looking 
knee and Carroll was dubious as to how 
long he would stand training. So he ran 


him in the Suffolk Selling Stakes on May 
6, 1921, the opening day at Jamaica. Jack 
Metcalf rode Morvich, which was friend- 
less at 30 to 1, and to the delight of the 
bookmakers, Morvich won from end to 
end. His margin at the finish was 10 
lengths. He was entered to be sold for 
$5,000, but there were no bidders when 
he came back to the judges’ stand. Max 
Hirsch liked the way he won. I do not 
think he had examined Morvich prior to 
the race, but he went to Carroll and asked 
how much he would take for the colt. 
Carroll said exactly what he ran him for. 
Hirsch gave him a check for $5,000 and 
Morvich was taken to Hirsch’s stable at 
Belmont Park. 

Fred Burlew, who had trained Beldame 
and other good horses, was looking for a 
2-year-old to buy and run for himself. 
First he came to Hollie Hughes stable and 
fancied one of the Sanford Stud horses. 
But he was not in a position to pay the

price asked. Hollie Hughes then said: 
“Why don’t you go to see Bill Carroll, and 
see if he will sell Morvich. He won for 
around your price.” Burlew then went to 
Carroll, was told Morvich had been sold 
to Max Hirsch, but he decided to see 
Hirsch and try to make a deal for the 
colt. Hirsch had looked the colt over 
very carefully when he arrived at Belmont 
Park, immediately saw the bad knee, and 
recognized its import. When Burlew came 
along he showed Morvich to him, point- 
ing out the bad knee, and stating he would 
take a small profit. They agreed on $6,000. 

Ten days later Morvich won $3,625, 
more than half his purchase price, when 
he won the Greenfield Selling Stakes by 
six lengths. He was entered to be sold 
for about what he cost Burlew, and after 
he won, no one ran him up. Picture what 
would happen today in a similar situation. 
Next, with Frank Keogh up and backed 
down to 1 to 3, Morvich won a purse at 
Aqueduct about the middle of June by 
five lengths. 


GOOD STOCK. Now enters Benjamin 
Block. Benjamin Block was a broker with 
an office on Broadway opposite Trinity 
church. He had a partner named Ben 
Maloney and they did business under the 
name Block Maloney and Company. Block 
wanted to enter the horse business, so

Also at Jonabell Stables—Super Duper, a son of *Bahram 
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Burlew agreed to sell him half of Mor- 
vich for $25,000. The colt won his next 
three starts as the property of the B and 
B Stable (Block and Burlew). In the 
second of these, at Empire City, he whip- 
ped Max Hirsch’s Sidereal, a colt that was 
the medium of one of the greatest “kill- 
ings” in metropolitan history, when he 
won his previous start. Something like 
$800,000 was taken out of the ring when 
he won at Aqueduct. Arnold Rothstein 
was the major winner. 

When the scene shifted to Saratoga, 
Morvich was the sole property of Ben 
Block. He bdight out Burlew, for how 
much I never heard, and thereafter he ran 
in the green and jade blocks of Ben 
Block. At Saratoga he won the United 
States Hotel Stakes, Saratoga Special, and 
the Hopeful Stakes. 

His Hopeful was a first-class effort. He 
carried 130 pounds, equal weight with 
Kai-Sang, and beat him two lengths in 
1:12% over a slow track. Alfred John- 
son rode him. Whiskaway, 115, was third, 
and there were nine others in the beaten 
field. Among them was Bunting, 115, des- 
tined to win the Futurity; Sunreigh, and 
his former stable-companion Runstar, 119 
pounds. This was followed by a blood- 
less victory in the Eastern Shore Handi- 
cap, in which he carried 130 pounds, con- 
ceding 25 pounds to Dexterous and 21 to 
Second Thoughts. He won by four lengths. 


His final race of the year was the in- 
augural running of the Pimlico Futurity. 
The 11 starters carried scale weight but 
it was held in some quarters that the one- 
mile distance was beyond Morvich’s com- 
pass. The error of this belief was proved 
in the running. Johnson reserved Morvich 
off the early pace set by J. E. Widener’s 
Runantell, trained by Tom Welsh, and the 
Lexington Stable’s Lucky Hour, trained 
by Kim Patterson. Lucky Hour got to the 
front entering the stretch, but Johnson 
then began to move at the eighth pole, 
caught Lucky Hour and drew out to win 
by nearly three lengths. Runantell hung 
on to be third, a similar distance back of 
Lucky Hour, and a neck in front of the 
fast-closing Spanish Maize. Kai-Sang. Ca- 
lamity Jane, St. Henry, My Play and Ho- 
rologe were in the beaten field. 


THE DERBY. Morvich wintered at Ja- 
maica, where Burlew began to get him 
ready for his engagement in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, for which he was a stout 
winter favorite. John Linus (Pony) Mc- 
Atee rode him in his works. Alfred John- 
son was with Gene Wayland in Kentucky 
with the Kilmer horses. Morvich was nev- 
er worked farther than six furlongs at 
speed. Burlew was pursuing the same 
course he did with Beldame when she won 
the Saratoga Cup at 134 miles—her long- 
est work in preparation was 114 miles. 


The hardboots went all out in their ef- 
forts to stop Morvich. 

Col. E. R. Bradley started three. They 
included Busy American, winner of the 
Blue Grass Stakes in his previous start, 
but on the verge of a breakdown; Bet 
Mosie, which had finished second in the 
Blue Grass Stakes, and a horse named By 
Gosh, which was last throughout. Mor- 
vich was 6 to 5, the Bradley trio 29 to 10, 
Bob Shannon’s Deadlock 69 to 10, and 
the others were double figures. Alfred 
Johnson went to the front with the favor- 
ite at the fall of the flag, and rating his 
mount consummately, he won by 1% 
lengths. Bet Mosie closed well to be 
second, John Finn was third, Deadlock 
fourth, My Play fifth. Busy American 
vainly tried to keep up and broke down 
at the end of the first quarter. The chart 
alleged Morvich won under restraint. Af- 
ter the race I asked Alfred Johnson how 
much his mount had left and he answered 
“Not an ounce, he was doing his best all 
during the last quarter.” Gene Wayland 
started that My Play, which was third at 
the three-quarter pole and finished fifth, 
would have won if Roy Waldron’s charge 
had not spread a hoof nearing the mile 
pole.

FINE FIGURES 


A man with a good 3-year-old and a 
sharp pencil can divert himself these days 
by figuring out how much he can win if 
he is lucky enough to take the 1951 run- 
ning of the Santa Anita Maturity, 


Latest figures released by the track 
management point to a glittering $224,300 
gross Maturity purse, richest prize ever 
offered in a horse race. 

The figures add up like this: Hill 
Prince and possibly seven other 3-year- 
olds to enter the race by paying a $10,- 
000 supplementary nomination fee; 15 to 
stay in through the $200 regular pay- 
ment of January 1; and 10 to start at 
$2,000 each. To this add $100,000 put up 
by the track, 544 original nominations 
(foals of 1947) at $25 each; 276 horses 
kept eligible through January 1, 1949, at 
$50 each; 89 kept eligible at $100 each; 
and two supplementary nominations made 
last January 1 at $2,500 each. 

C. T. Chenery’s Hill Prince reportedly 
will be made eligible at $10,000. The oth- 
er prospects for $10,000 tickets are Tom 
Gray’s Oil Capitol, Calumet Farm’s 
Theory and All Blue, A. G. Vanderbilt’s 
Bed 0’ Roses and Next Move, A. J. Crev- 
olin’s Valquest, and Mr. and Mrs. E. M. 
Goeman’s *Calstone. 

If Blue Reading, Your Host, or some 
other California-bred eligible wins the 
race, the Santa Anita management would 
smile like a shmoo and pay out another 
$16,000-odd as a breeder’s award. 

If Hill Prince and the others get in 
as above, the gross purse would be $224,- 
300. Of this, $162,925 would go to the 
winner. Consolation prizes: $20,000 to 
the second horse, $15,000 third, $10,000 
fourth, $5,000 to the nominator of the 


winner, $4,000 to the nominator of the 


second horse, $3,000 for third, $2,000 for 
fourth. The 114-mile race will be held 
at Santa Anita on February 3. 


Claiming Races: 
On the Increase 


Depending on where a man is sitting, 
claiming races are either a blight or a 
blessing. 


To a person with yearlings to sell, the 
claiming race seems to offer too easy a 
means of assembling a racing stable with- 
out the risk of an investment in young 
horses. 

To a man with a runner of medium 
ability, without enough class to compete 
successfully in stakes races but with suf- 
ficient earning power to make him an 
asset to the stable, claiming races are a 
conspiracy to make him jeopardize his 
bread-winner when he doesn’t want to. 

To a man shopping for horses of proven 
ability, the claiming race offers an easy 
way to form or replenish a stable. 

To a racing secretary, claiming races 
save a lot of time and bother. They make 
each owner handicap his own horses, sav- 
ing the secretary the task of assembling 
ratings on a great number of horses. 

You can canvass either side of the 
street and get a fine set of conflicting 
answers. 

The truth lies somewhere between the 
extremes. Moderation is the key, but in 
the United States the tendency is toward 
extremes, in racing as well as in many 
other things. And in racing, the tendency 
is toward too many claiming events, 

For the last three years Mrs. A. E. 
Smith, the efficient secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, has collected statistics on 
claiming races. Mrs. Smith has not under- 
taken an analysis of the figures, prefer- 
ing to present them for the accommoda- 
tion of anyone interested in claiming 
races. They make interesting reading. 

Because Mrs. Smith has a heavy load 
of work during the last three months of 
the year, preparing reports and material 
for the annual convention of the NASRC, 
she has had to chop off her claiming- 
race statistics as of October 1. But the 
available figures offer a means of com- 
parison from year to year, and especially 
in the last three seasons, because the 
various state racing commissions have re- 
sponded generously to her request for data 
and she thus has been able to account 
for close to 100 per cent of the claims. 

Claims made during 1950, the summary 
shows, for the period January 1 through 
October 1, totaled 2,662. For 1949 the 
figures were 2,218, and for 1948 they 
were 1,779. 

Statistics compiled by Mrs. Smith are 
broken down into the number of claims 
by price groups, ranging from $500 and 
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under, up to $12,000 and above. The 
trend this year, the table shows, is to- 
ward a decrease in high-priced claiming 
and an increase in the number of horses 
claimed in the low-priced groups. For 
example, at $12,000 and above there were 
12 claims in 1948 and 13 in 1949, but only 
3 in 1950. But there has been greater 
claiming activity this year in the range 
from under $500 to $4,500, and from 
$5,100 to $6,500. 

Even considering that reports on claim- 
ing races have been made more regularly 
this year than in the past, it seems safe 
to conclude that the number of claims 
entered during the first 10 months of 
1950 represents an increase over the 
other years,

William Woodward, as usual, has come 
up with an American-bred contender for 
the English classic races. His 2-year-old 
Turco 2nd, winner of his first start earlier 
in October, came through with a solid 
victory in the Dewhurst Stakes at New- 
market October 26. It was his last start 
of the year, said his trainer, Capt. Cecil 
Boyd-Rochfort, who likes to take it easy 
with good 2-year-olds, 

The son of Fighting Fox—La Rose, by 
*Jacopo, was second choice at 11 to 8 in 
the Dewhurst, last of the more important 
guides to 2-year-old form. Marcel Bous- 
sac’s Damtar was favorite at 11 to 10. 

With Harry Carr in the saddle, Turco 
2nd moved to the front about halfway of 
the seven-furlong distance and won easily 
by a length and a half. The outsider 
Hampden Forest was second and Damtar 
third. The race was timed in 1:3015. 

On the same day Winston Churchill's 
French-bred Colonist 2nd won the 214- 
mile Jockey Club Cup, most important of 
the long list of victories marked up by

*Orestes Colt Wins Cambridgeshire 


When the betting opened months ago on

The placing judges studied the finish 
photograph more than five minutes before 
posting the result of the nine-furlong 
race, then announced Kelling the winner, 
with Zina second and Valdesco third. 
Socrates, placed about 11th in the field, 
was the 23rd successive favorite to fail 
in the Cambridgeshire. The winner was 
ridden by Doug Smith, whose brother Eph 
had piloted the King’s Above Board to 
victory in the Cesarewitch, which with 
the Cambridgeshire goes to make up the 
big autumn betting double in England. 


The one American-owned horse in the 
field, Neil S. McCarthy’s Master Gunner, 
was among the unplaced.

*Orestes, purchased last year by Tyson 
Gilpin of the Fasig-Tipton Company, 
made his first American season this year 
at Kentmere Farm, the Gilpin home in 
Virginia.

Astro Diagnosis of Horse Ailments 


(From Marc Choate, Santa Anita Park.) 


Since Aesculapius formulated the phy- 
sicians’ oath sometime before Christ in 
his medical school in Greece, medical and 
veterinary science have made some great 
advances in preventive and curative drugs, 
disinfectants, surgery, etc. But in their 
ability to know beforehand what ailments 
to expect from individual humans or 
horses they are in the B. C. Era. 


Only astrologers and certain spiritual 
folk are able to forecast beforehand what 
ailments a person or horse is going to be 
heir to, and in the case of astrologers 
this can be foretold only by knowing the 
day, month, and year of the birth of the 
subject in question. As I explained in the 
January 7, 1950, number of THe BLoop- 
Horss, page 51, we have 12 signs of the 
Zodiac which contribute to the formula- 
tion of character. In the same sense they 
determine the manner of our ailments and 
deaths and that of the animal kingdom 
according to the plaeement of evil planets 
in the signs governing the limbs, head, 
feet, thighs, knees, arms, lungs, back, re 
productive organs, throat, intestines, eto. 


Extreme nervousness in horses usually 
stems from a sire or dam with Saturn 
present in the fifth house, or that of off- 
spring, also Mars or Uranus to a lesser 
degree. The horse may run over fences, 
be hard to walk on the tow ring, addicted 
to stall walking, cribbing, and other forms 
of cussedness. A short but hectic life 
may be expected of such an offspring. 
Pawing holes in stalls is one of the symp- 
toms. Now most of our horse troubles are 
manifested in the legs, feet, hips, etc. of 
the hind legs. 

I have the birth dates of a number of 
ailing horses here at the track, and of 
others which have gone to the ranches to 
be fired, rested, etc. Many of them will 
return, but will break down again. If I 
could call the name of the horse, giving 
his placement of planets in their respeo 
tive houses, you would see that medical 
astrology does not err in its diagnosis of 
the disease to be expected, for each of 
these horses has exactly the ailment to be 
expected, and only where one evil or two 
evil planets and sometimes three evil 
planets conjunct in the house or sign gov- 
erning this particular malady exist. The 
rules of the Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation forbid their giving out birth dates 
on horses or jockeys to cranks, for fear 
some breeder, owner, or jockey might be 
embarrassed by what such a crank might 
write regarding such a horse or jockey. 


I, therefore, have to resort to such subter- 
fuges as sending my pet brownie or 
leprechaun pillaging in the drawers and 
files of the association in the dead of night 
for such data. 

I will enumerate the diseases or weak- 
nesses to be most encountered in horses 
born in the winter to spring months of 
North America and those ailments to be 
expected of animals born in South Amer- 
ica and Australia which, of course, being 
of the southern hemisphere, produce foal- 
ing dates which fall in the months of Sep- 
tember, October, and November, mostly. 

The Australian-born Phar Lap is ru- 
mored among the rabble of the Antipodes 
to have been poisoned by some jealous 
American. The probable truth is that the 
horse was born in either the sign of 
Virgo or of Scorpio, both notoriously weak 
in the stomach and with evil planets in 
these signs conjunct his Sun, or in his 
sixth house of health or in the sign of 
Cancer, another stomach sign, he could 
easily have succumbed to an acute case 
of colic induced by mouldy hay or a 
change of water while on his itinerary to 
the various tracks. 

1, The sign of Capricorn occupies the 
first 30 days of the planned foaling sea- 
son of our North American latitudes and 
of Europe. Any horse foaled in this period 
from approximately December 23 to Jan-

uary 19 is inclined to have bad knees, and 
if his Capricorn Sun is afflicted by a 
malefic there, is his affliction sure to show. 

2. The second sign is Aquarius, the sign 
of bad legs (posterior). F. D. Roosevelt 
was of this sign and remember his afflicted 
leg. Horses foaled in this sign and afflicted 
by a malefic will be bothered in the hind 
legs, if nowhere else. 


3. The third sign of the foaling season 
is Pisces, perhaps the worst offender to 
the race horse, since its weakness is bad 
feet, upon which every horse depends 
for his success on the track. A certain 
stud has just gone to the ranch for firing 
and rest who was born February 26, 1944. 
He had the Sun in Pisces, giving a weak- 
ness for feet. Mars, Saturn, and Uranus 
are planets of a malefic nature in Geminii, 
the sign whose weakness is rheumatism 
or neuritis in the shoulders and arms or 
fore legs of a horse and also impairment 
of the lungs in a condtiion of pleurisy. 
His fore feet are affected with quarter 
cracks. The last few times I saw him on 
the track he broke out in profuse sweats 
and ran out of the money, though during 
the summer he was a creditable perform- 
er and a son of Bull Lea. He will subse- 
quently consume much of a groom’s time 
and many yards of bandages to little 
avail, for when he begins to pound the 
track again his trouble will return. He 
has Jupiter in Leo his sixth house of 
health and will probably live a long life, 
and since he has no malefics in the fifth 
house of offspring he should be fertile and 
carry on the blood of the great winning 
*Teddy line, providing, of course, that 
his dam is well bred. His condition will 
not be inheritable. 


I said in my other article in regard 
to tying-up that too much starchy grain 
in proportion to the hay or roughage was 
the cause of most of the leg and foot 
troubles. | now modify that statement and 
say that with the unfavorable planetary 
conditions present, the aggravation of an 
excess of grain hastens the appearance 
of the condition. Such a horse running at 
large on a large well-grassed ranch would 
not develop these troubles because of the 
wider carbonaceous balance between the 
hay (grass) and the small amount of 
seed thereon, and because he would not 
take the hard daily workouts that he gets 
on the track. A Quarter Horse or pony 
will be surprisingly fast for a quarter of 
a mile on sorghum hay and grasses with- 
vut any grain, as | proved when a kid. 

4. The fourth sign of the foaling season 
is Aries. The weakness of this sign is in 
the head and face. These horses are in- 
clined to be on the mean side, but since 
the head does not bear the abuse that the 
feet and legs do, it is a somewhat more 
favorable time to be foaled. However, 
there is present on the track, within spit- 


ting distance of me, a stud foaled Mareh 
28, 1943, which has Uranus and Saturn 
conjunct in Geminii, the sign of weak or 
neuritic shoulders and fore legs and im- 
paired lungs. He also has Mars in Aquari- 
us, the sign of weak hind legs, and Mer- 
cury in the 12th house, which is Pisces, 
the sign of bad feet. He has had quarter 
cracks. This horse has no planetary 
affliction to impair his breeding functions 
and is by Reaping Reward, sire of the 
second-highest number of winners in the 
country. 


5. The fifth sign of the foaling season is 
Taurus. The weak point of this sign is the 
throat and neck. Probably little harm 
will come from this, other than in the 
juvenile colds, but there is a sample more 
nearby, born May 19, 1944, who has 
Uranus and Saturn in Geminii, the sign 
of neuritic shoulders and fore legs, but it 
seems that she has had only minor bother 
from this source, but she has the mildly 
malefic planet Neptune, in the house of 
health or the sixth which, in this case is 
Libra, which is afflicted often in the kid- 
neys and loins. 


She was laid up a year or two with 
kidney ailment and it was thought she 
would have to be destroyed. She has also 
Mars in Cancer, the sign of weak stom- 
ach. The groom does not know if she 
showed impaired digestion, but from her 
evident general debilitation she was im- 
paired thus also. She had Mercury and 
Venus conjunct her Sun and won four 
allowance races consecutively last sum- 
mer. All the horses I have found with two 
or more planets conjunct have won or 
placed in four consecutive races. 

There is here at the track under expert 
care of bandages, brace, and thermal ma- 
chine therapy a mare born full sister to 
a stakes winner on April 9, 1947, whose 
astro diagnosis is easily understood if 
you will remove your hat and scratch 
your brains a moment and remember that 
Pisces is the sign of bad feet. Since she 
has the malefic Mars conjunct in_ this 
12th house with Mercury and Venus, you 
can imagine that bad feet are involved, 
and since she has Uranus in Geminii, the 
sign of sore or neuritic arms and shoul- 
ders and a tendency to lung impairment, 
she will never reach the races. Consider- 
ing the relationship to the above stakes 
horse, she would be thought of as a good 
buy by the man seeking superior blood, 
but, alas, she has Saturn in Leo, the fifth 
sign of the Zodiac, and her Sth house, and 
if not barren she would throw a colt of 
doubtful value. If turned out in the desert 
region of California with plenty of grass 
and water with little or no grain she will 
apparently recover, but to what avail? 
Such a horse needs a lot of minerals such 
as salt and the trace minerals to encour-

Virgo is the sixth sign of the Zodiac 
and rules the abdomen. A horse born m 
that sign with a malefic conjunct or occu- 
pying its sixth house of health would 
cause trouble in that region, with general 
debilitation resulting, and if a malefic is 
afflicting the signs governing legs, feet, 
etc. troubles in these regions would also 
prevail.

the quality of stock being offered,” Mr. 
Jackson continued. “A strong conviction 
has developed among horsemen that there 
will be no major change in the racing 
picture in the foreseeable future. With 
there being no indication that racing will 
not continue to operate on its present 
sound basis, there appears to be no out- 
side factor which can influence the price 
of horse flesh except inflation. 

“Continued inflation should have two 
effects: It will make it more costly and 
less attractive to raise poor racing stock, 
and it should force steadily upward the 
price of well-bred animals. Undesirable 
mares will probably be less desirable than 
ever, and good mares should be in ever 
greater demand.” 

The 159 horses being offered by mem- 
bers of the association include five stal- 


lions, 67 mares, 59 yearlings, 12 wean- 
lings and 16 head of racing stock. 


Howard Estate Dispersal 


Plans are progressing for the dispersal 
of horses owned by the Estate of Charles 
S. Howard at Santa Anita Park on No- 
vember 27. Doc Bond and George Swine- 
broad, of Lexington, have been engaged 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company as auction- 
eers, and Humphrey S. Finney will an- 
nounce the pedigrees.
